offendsmcetoihefoulcjtohcarca robuftious perwig-pated fellowc 
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Prince of Denmarke.

Smbe diowes, and noy fc : I would haue fuch a fellow wh.pt for 
oledooing Termagant, it out Herods Herod, pray you auoyde it.
